Owing  to  Federal  Prohibition  of  im- 
portation of  nursery  stock,  the  supply  in  the  entire  United 
States  is  short  and  it  will  require  several  years  growing  before 
the  American  nurseries  can  take  care  of  the  normal  demand.

PLANTING  SEASON — Stock  should  not  be  planted  until 
dormant  in  the  fall  nor  after  growth  starts  in  the  spring. 
Under  ordinary  weather  conditions  digging  and  shipping  sea- 
son commences  in  mid-October  and  continues  until  early 
April.  Early  fall  planting  is  preferable  as  a rule,  as  roots 
form  during  the  mild  winters  and  plants  are  ready  to  grow 
when  warm  weather  begins.  Early  spring  planting  is  also 
perfectly  satisfactory.

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DECIDUOUS  ORNAMENTAL  TREES 

As  ornamental  subjects,  trees  take  first  place,  as  they 
are  permanent,  easy  to  cultivate  and  care  for  and  cost  far 
less  than  shrubbery  or  plants  in  the  long  run.
